It is most unfortunate, but it 
is true, as Mr, Braga pointed out 
at the meeting of the Sanitary 
Board yesterday afternoon, that 
Hong Kong is earning the un- 
enviable reputation of being the 
most expensive Colony to live in.

This, of course, 
sounds logical, as does the Presi- 
dent’s statement that ‘where 
there is a glut prices drop a few 
cents and when there are afew 
hundred Jess cattle in the depot 
prices rise a few cents. There 
are exceptions, of course, not 
only in. regard to cattle and 
swine, but in regard to every 
commodity sold in the markets. 
Jf it is at all possible to reduce 
prices; however, it is the duty of 
the Board to make recommenda- 
tions accordingly. As Mr, Braga 
pointed out, given encouragement 
and the guidance of the Forestry 
Department, the New Territories 
could produce . vegetables in 
larger quantities and at “prices 
which would compete with im- 
ported commodities. If, too, the 
railway transport .charges are 
too high, the authorities’ should 
take ateps'to have these-reduced, 
and thus, as. Mr. Braga states, 
do a good service to the Colony:

SHORTER GOLF RULES? | 


; SPIRIT AND LETTER OF. THE 
LAW. 


From time to ue efforts have 
been made by independent author!- 
ties to shorten and simplify’ the 
rules of golf.. A determined 
pioneer in this country, one of the 
few people who might be consider- 
ed word-perfect in golfing law, 
went. thoroughly, into the subject a 
Nttle while ago, and. produced a 
code which unified the rules for 
both match play and medal play, 
thua accuring a considerable abbre- 
viation, ° £ 

Similar endeavours have been put 
forward in the United States, a

It was the easiest 
matter in the world to decide 
mutually upon a fair place from 
which the ‘ball should be played. 

This was not exactly golf. It 
was‘a round of gaicty, with ‘the 
elements of golf as the: promoter of 
much jocundity. 

The average - person ' likes - his 
golf to be reasonably serious, 
Some people like it to be downright 
solemn; and a few seem to enjoy 
it’ most when it provides a spirit 
of real acrimony. They wrangle 
over small points; quote rules till 
they are almost blue in the face, 
and of a certainty enjoy themselves 
and their golf. 

They are not in the least degree 
unhappy. It .is a most terrible 
waste of the Christian spirit for a 
benign onlooker to wish that they 
could be more amiable in their 
rivalry. Thoy are as happy as 
sandboys, only’ not in the same 
way as sandboys, albelt—being 
mostly bad playera—they are en- 
gaged largely in sand excavations. 

Rest‘ assured that these fighting 
golfera have a high old time. They 
would: not have the slightest re- 
spect for an opponent who waived 
a breach of the -rules which they 
had committed. ..They would 
regard him as foolish. 

Perfect Discord, 

When two.of them meet; they are 
at concord in their discord. It is 
only when harmony meets un-

sues, It must be very annoying to 
one person who {is playing the 
piano perfectly to have dinned in 
his ears a.discordant noise from 
tho instrument next door, But if 
two; parties thump . unmercifully;
